LANSING—(£*)—The 
Michigan 
Legislature wound 
up 
its 
1952 
regular session i t 3 a. rn. today 
■ifter an 18-hour haul, claimed the 
state's first balanced budget in six 
years and refused to adjourn final­ 
ly until it learns what Governor 
Williams does to 
its 
$29,000,000 
package of new revenue measures. 
The balanced budget claim was 
open to some doubt, but in any 
event the lawmakers 
had 
come 
close to meeting 
operating 
ex­ 
penses. No attem pt was made to 
wipe out $58,000,000 in 
accumu­ 
lated state deficits. 
Increased $19,000,000 
Senator George N. Higgins (R- 
Ferndale), daddy of the new reve­ 
nue program, called it a $29,000,- 
000 
package 
until 
the 
House 
shunted $3,200,000 ol it away to 
local governments. Then Higgins 
upped his estimates of the pack­ 
age’s worth to $33,000,000. 
The budget for next year was 
just short of $330,500,000, $24,000,- 
000 less than the governor asked 
and $19,000,000 more than appro­ 
priated for this year. 
Of the $19,000,000 increase over 
this year, $18,000,000 
was 
man­ 
dated to the public schools by the 
sales tax diversion amendment. 
In 
addition, 
the 
Legislature 


spent $21,800,000 from 
the $60,- 
000,000 bond issue for mental hos­ 
pital expansions, and “borrowed” 
another $2,500,000 for more tuber­ 
culosis beds at Detroit’s Herman 
Kiefer Hospital. This left $12,000,- 
000 of the bond issue unspent. 
According to 
Higgins’ 
figures, 
the Legislature raised the corpor­ 
ation 
franchise 
tax 
$10,000,000, 
imposed a ’new $12,000,000 used 
car use tax, picked up $6,000,000 
by raising the intangibles tax and 
taking $1,500,000 more of it away 
from local governments, and add-’ 
ed $1,000,000 by bringing national 
banks and mutual Insurance com­ 
panies under the intangibles tax. 
In a final-night row, the House 
forced through a demand that $3,- 
200.000 or 20 per cent, of the used 
car use tax be returned to local 
governments to compensate them 
for the loss of sales taxes on used 
cars. 
Lobby Makes Threats 
The tax, actually a title transfer 
levy, was openly intended to take 
sales tax diversion money away 
from local units, but at the last 
m inute the lawmaKers buckled in 
the face of court threats by the 
public school lobby.

Permit Required 


To Burn Rubbish 


You need a permit from the Es­ 
canaba Fire Department to burn 
rubbish, grass or leaves within the 
city limits—a timely warning in 
connection with springtime clean­ 
up. 
While it is better to have ru b ­ 
bish hauled 
away 
rathei 
than 
burn it and risk the hazard of fire 
getting out of control, 
a 
permit 
will give you authority to burn 
when the conditions are favorable, 
it is pointed out by Capt. Clarence 
Schrader and Capt. Nels Bergeon 
of the Fire Department. 
Such permits are issued only by 
the fire captains and 
permission 
cannot be given over the phone. 
Last year 465 permits were issued 
in Escanaba. 
Persons contemplating request­ 
ing permits are advised on how, 
where, why and when they should 
burn around their own property. 
After the permit has been issu­ 
ed the fire should not be set or 
allowed to burn on 
concrete 
or 
tarred streets, but on back yards 
on the alley line. The person re­ 
c ed ing a permit should advise the 
departm ent when 
he intends to 
burn. 
Burning permits will not be is­ 
sued to set fires in certain districts 
in the city where there is danger 
of fire damaging property. 
In burning large grass areas it 
will be necessary to have a suffi­ 
cient number of persons at hand 
to guard against the fire spread­ 
ing. Assistance in such cases will 
be given by the Fire Departm ent 
if it is 
requested.

the Fire Department.

Thawing Balks Loading 
The difference in operations be­ 
tween this season* and last year’s 
start is directly accountable to re- 
• curring cold spells which freeze 
the ore in cars here. Time is lost 
in thawing the iron ore to make it 
ready for loading. 
Frozen 
ore 
here 
also halts 
movement of trainloads from the 
mines. 
Iron ore mines in the Upper Pen­ 
insula have temporarily stopped 
train runs to Escanaba because of 
a congestion of cars laden with 
frozen ore here. 
Docks Agent L. A. McMillan re­ 
ports about 1,500 cars of frozen 
ore are on hand now and awaiting 
thawing. 
Approximately 1,200 of 
these are here now and about 300 
are waiting on the range.

Contract With Steel Union? 
R 
EPORTS that the government will pro­ 
ceed 
with negotiations designed to 
write a new steel contract with Phil Mur­ 
ray’s union indicate another unhappy and 
unjust, if not illegal, development in the 
sorry steel mess. 
President Truman has publicly stated 
his viewpoint that the Wage Stabilization 
Board’s recommendation in the labor dis­ 
pute should be accepted. Murray has stated 
that he will accept nothing less than the 
settlement terms proposed by the WSE. 
This means that if government does decide 
to settle the wage dispute, it will compel 
the steel companies to accept the contract 
negotiated by the government. 
Of course it is obvious to anyone even 
remotely familiar with the history of free 
enterprise in America that this latest de­ 
velopment means that government by de­ 
cree is replacing our time-honored indus­ 
trial structure. Furthermore, it is being ac­ 
complished without legal right. 
The President has assumed an authority 
that is not conam ed in law nor in the con­ 
stitution of our country. He claims that he 


Voters 'Write-ln-Fever' 
Hits Unfair Primary Laws 
rpH E “write-in fever” that has marked 
the nation’s 1952 primaries ought to be 
well studied by party leaders in all states. 
It is the voters’ commentary on the absurd 
confusion and inequity of 
our 
primary 
laws. 
As they are now framed, these statutes 
do not generally provide a fair 
test 
of 
strength between the leading presidential 
candidates. 
The heavy write-ins in states like Min­ 
nesota and Nebraska are a demonstration 
of popular irritation with this intolerable 
situation. The voters want a chance to vote 
on all candidates. It is evident that except 
where they are expressly forbidden by law, 
they will take matters into their own hands 
and put down the name of the man they 
want. 
The candidates’ personal inclinations are 
partly responsible for the scarcity of good 
primary tests. They naturally refrain from 
entering states where they feel their show­ 
ing might be poor, and leap into areas that 
look promising. 
But they are encouraged in their reluc­ 
tance by the oddities of the various state 
laws. A man may believe that a particular 
test w ill be unfair, or inconclusive, or un­ 
productive of real gains in convention dele­ 
gates. 
A candidate actually needs legal counsel 
to make these decisions. Faced with the in­ 
credible complications, in any instance he 
is more likely to stay out than go in. 
There is no question at all that some pri­ 
mary laws have been drafted by state lead­ 
ers who were trying to stack the cards for 
or against a particular man in a particular 
year. They seem deliberately designed to 
block a fair test. 
Some states require a candidate’s writ­ 
ten consent for his entry, some 
do 
not. 
Some allow write-ins, some do not. Here 
and 
there a popularity contest result is 
binding, but more often it is merely advis­ 
ory, 
leaving the delegates free to ignore 
the voters’ recommendations if they choose. 
Senator 
Taft 
stayed out of populous 
Pennsylvania’s test on the ground it would 
be inconclusive. The “written consent” re­ 
quired barred General Eisenhower from 
the big Wisconsin show. The same feature 
kept the general out of Nebraska.

is right because he says so, not because he 
quotes any authority for his action. Obvi­ 
ously this is dictatorship under the name 
of democracy. 
It is no different than the 
m anner in which Tito operates in Yugo­ 
slavia or, for that m atter, no different than 
Joe Stalin operates in Russia. Joe says that 
he is right only because he says so. That’s 
T rum an’s explanation, too, only in differ­ 
ent words. 
Nationalization in England was voted in 
by the people but here in America we are 
getting nationalization without realizing it. 
If President Truman writes a new labor 
contract in the steel industry during this 
period of government control of the steel 
plants, we will have launched an entirely 
new era in labor-management relations. It 
is an era in which free negotiations are 
meaningless and the only thing of import­ 
ance is the attitude of government. Private 
ownership will exist only by sufferance of 
the administration. 


They Came To 
The Right Place 
W HEN, some years ago, Britain's Labor 
government began socializing basic in­ 
dustry, it was widely said that a new era 
was in the making. 
Production 
would 
flourish, living standards would rise, and 
everybody would be happy. 
A new era dawned all right, but it hard­ 
ly lived up to its advance publicity. Social­ 
ism produced scarcity, a sharp drop in liv­ 
ing standards, widespread 
labor 
unrest, 
and a general undermining 
of 
Britain’s 
whole economic structure. 
Coal, that all-im portant fuel, is a glar­ 
ing example. Much of England’s economic 
plight is directly attributable to her inabil­ 
ity to produce enough coal. That’s also true 
of most of Europe. 
Under socialism, coal 
production sickened. 
It is an interesting fact that Britain re­ 
cently sent a 13-man team to this country 
for the purpose 
of 
studying 
American 
methods of utilizing coal. Due to the short­ 
age, England must try to make every ton 
of coal do maximum duty. American meth­ 
ods of burning coal, just 
like 
American 
methods of producing the coal in the first 
place, 
are far superior to those practiced 
abroad. 
Herd is one more example of the fact 
that free enterprise can always out-per- 
form socialized or government - dominated 
enterprise. 
The American coal industry 
and the industries which consume coal are 
constantly seeking ways to make the fuel 
more efficient and useful. They aren’t sat­ 
isfied with the achievements of the past, 
great as those have been. They want to do 
better tomorrow. 
The English team came to the right 
piece!

FRANCE RATIFIES 
(Christian Science Monitor) 
A small item in the papers, if you hap­ 
pen to find it, records that the French Sen­ 
ate finally has approved participation in 
the Schuman Plan for joint control of the 
coal and steel industries of six nations of 
W estern Europe. 
This practically assures 
that the steel pool in some form will ac­ 
tually be established, for ratification now 
is complete in the twro 
largest producing 
countries of the group, France and West 
Germany. The Dutch lower house also has 
approved. 
In one sense the difficulties of rational­ 
izing the production and distribution of 
coal, iron, and steel in 
Western 
Europe 
have only begun. A successful solution of 
its problems and a just 
balancing 
of 
French, German, Belgian, Italian, and oth­ 
er interests will depend on the internation­ 
al governing group to be established under 
the pact. Yet whether the plan works sat­ 
isfactorily or not—even whether it goes in­ 
to operation at all—French 
ratification 
will have set one of an important row of 
milestones in the willingness to undertake 
international cooperation.

The Resurrection: Doubt and Belief

The Christian world owes a great deal 
to Thomas, as it does to all honest doubt­ 
ers. 
Doubt, it should ever be remembered, is 
not unbelief. It implies the will to believe; 
but it seeks evidence conviction. 
ll is through doubt that error is over­ 
thrown and fact and truth established. It 
operates in every .sphere of life to bring 
about improvement and progress. 
The scientist doubts the established ex­ 
planation of certain things, and he evolves 
a theory more in accordance with the facts. 
The m ech an ic doubts the effectiveness of 
a machine or engine, and he produces a 
better one. But his aim, his purpose is posi­ 
tive. 
Perhaps we do not recognize how much 
this same process has operated in religion, 
though one can see it very well if he takes 
an intelligent view of the development of 
truth in the Bible. 
Is an eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth, 
the real and ultimate law of right in hu­ 
man relationships? 
Gradually a sense of 
mercy prevails; cities of refuge are estab­ 
lished; but ultimately comes Christ’s law 
of love, even to one’s enemies. 
But what has this to do with the Resur­ 
rection of Jesus? Just this: that I believe 
deep in the minds of many people with the 
will to believe 
there 
are 
unexpressed 
doubts regarding .this supreme miracle. 
The fact that doubt It unexpressed, or 


, perhaps even unrecognized, does not make 


I it less real. It is one thing to believe with 
conventional 
assent, 
but quite another 
thing to believe with intense conviction in 
a living Christ, as Paul, for instance, be­ 
lieved. 
And little, as I see it. is done to trans­ 
form doubt, or conventional belief, 
into 
that strong conviction. It is assumed that 
we ought to believe. 
What is the proof that Jesus really rose 
from the dead? That the Bible says so is 
proof to some, but to others stere is still 
the question: Are the records true? 
When 
I 
was a theological student our 
textbooks in ‘‘Apologetics” was constructed 
around an elaborate argument to prove 
that the Resurrection of Jesus 
was 
“the 
best attested fact in history.” 
The elaborate argument left me cold. To 
me the supreme evidence of the Resurrec­ 
tion, and of the truth of the Gospel records, 
is in what happened to those who give us 
the testimony. 
W hat, other than the proof to them, and 
their intense conviction, could have chang- I 
ed the lives of ambitious self-seekers, and * 
sent them forth as meta of spiritual power 
with a new understanding of the world­ 
wide Gospel that Jesus had committed to 
them? 
That to me is the miracle, and the proof 
of that greater miracle of the 
Life 
and 
Voice that speak from beyond the Cross I 
and the unsealed tomb. 


Merry-Go-Round 
By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — Last week the Queen 
of Holland told the President that histor­ 
ians would credit two men with doing 
more than any others to stop the march of 
Communism—Dean Acheson and Harry S. 
Truman. 
In a sense newspapermen are day-to-day 
historians—though 
not 
always 
accurate 
ones. They have to write fast, make snap 
judgments: 
but, 
from piecing together 
these snap judgm ents and judging them 
through the vista of time, history books are 
written. 
Seven years ago today, this columnist 
was in Pittsburgh on a speaking engage­ 
ment when called upon to make a snap 
judgment 
regarding 
current 
history. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had died, and I had 
to go on the air immediately without a pre­ 
pared script to predict the future of the 
new President of the United States. 
I predicted that he would be another An­ 
drew Jackson; that, like the turbulent days 
which followed Lincoln, his administration 
would be featured by strife and dissension; 
he would almost be impeached, but that 
his basic policies would be right. 
Today, seven years after Mr. Truman 
took office, I believe both my prediction 
and the Queen of Holland will be proved 
right. 
COURAGE AND CORRUPTION 
The paradox of Mr. Truman’s adminis­ 
tration is that he has shown great courage 
and wisdom on his major policies, but has 
sabotaged his own greatness by terrible 
public relations, personal spleen, and the 
appointment of mediocre—sometimes cor­ 
rupt—men to carry out his policies. 
And by so doing, he has helped side­ 
track the course charted by the late Frank­ 
lin Roosevelt, just as Andrew Johnson un­ 
wittingly sidetracked 
the 
reconstruction 
program of Abraham Lincoln, thereby set­ 
ting the South back two decades. 
For what H arry Truman doesn’t realize 
is that when he doesn’t clean up corrup­ 
tion, he undercuts his greatest goal—inter­ 
national cooperation. Or when he writes a 
snide letter to Bernard Baruch or to the 
•Washington Post music critic, he under­ 
mines his program on civil rights, labor 
and everything else. 
For, as any President loses prestige and 
popularity, 
in direct proportion he also 
loses the ability to 
push 
his 
program 
through Congress. 
Statesmanship in the last analysis is the 
ability to look ahead and solve a problem 
before it becomes insolvable. 
Herbert 
Hoover 
proved 
himself 
no 
statesman when he let unemployed veter­ 
ans concentrate in Washington until they 
formed a bonus army of 20,000 and had to 
be driven out with cavalry 
and 
tanks. 
Franklin Roosevelt, later facing the same 
problem, never let the veterans concen­ 
trate in Washington. He sent them outside 
the city to Fort Hunt, Va., IOO a day, to be 
rehabilitated and returned to their homes. 
He met the problem before it became seri­ 
ous. 
Likewise Harry Truman showed great 
statesmanship when he threw 
American 
weight behind Greece and Turkey in 1947 
when those two key countries were about 
to topple into the arms of the Kremlin. He 
looked ahead. 
Again 
Truman 
established a mighty 
milestone against Communism when he 
had the courage to pioneer the 
Marshall 
plan. Undoubtedly it saved Western Eu­ 
rope from Moscow’s grip. 
The same was true of the North A tlan­ 
tic Pact and a United West European army. 
This was what Queen Juliana had a mind 
when she told the President that he and 
Dean Acheson would go down in history 
as doing more than any other two men to 
stop the march of Communism. 
She is right. And the paradox is that the 
American public, thanks to the fulm ina­ 
tions of Senator McCarthy, probably does 
not appreciate it. 
MISTAKEN LOYALTY 
By coupling the secretary of state with 
the President, 
the queen put her finger, 
probably without realizing it, on the fun­ 
damental key to H arry Trum an’s successes 
and failures. As he has picked good men, 
so he has succeeded. As he has picked poor 
men. so he has failed. 
Dean 
Acheson, 
despite the McCarthy 
critics and some personal 
idiosyncracies, 
will go down in history as a great secre­ 
tary of state. 
Acheson once tried to have me jailed for 
contempt of court, at Felix Frankfurter’s 
request, so I am not personally prejudiced 
in his favor. I am sure, however, that the 
above appraisal is correct. 
On the other hand, the greatest scandals 
of the Truman adm inistration have involv­ 
ed income taxes. 
And at the head of the 
Treasury Department controlling taxes, sits 
a nice but complacent mediocrity, 
John 
Snyder, who holds office only because he is 
an old Missouri friend of the President.

ance. If the store had simply cut 
the

that $110,

be no doubt it’s helped business;

“The God-intoxicated Spinoza” 
was born in 1632 in Amsterdam, 
to Jewish refugees from Portugal. 
He became a pioneer advocate ot 
man s right to freedom of thought 
and freedom of speech. His ethical 
and philosophical writings exer­ 
cised deep and wide influence. 
At the age of twenty-four, B ar­ 
uch Spinoza was excommunicated 
by the 
local 
congregation, 
and 
disowned by his family. For the 
remaining twenty-four 
years 
of 
his life, he engaged in the pursuit 
of truth with a fidelity and single­ 
mindedness 
rarely 
encountered. 
One 
biographei 
has 
written: 
“Among all men, Spinoza is the 
supreme 
example 
of 
co m p lete 
dedication to the life of thought. 
Perception of pure truth with the 
reason was to him union with God j 
and the highest blessedness.” 
He was a lens-grinder by trade. 
His days were spent in polishing 
glass and his evenings in arduous 
study and writing. His book The 
Theological 
Political 
Tract, 
in 
which he urged complete 
free­ 


dom of thought and speech, 
was 
banned by 
States-General. 
His 
great work The Ethics has 
been 
pronounced “one of the most ex­ 
traordinary documents ever creat­ 
ed by man.” Twelve years of his 
life had been 
poured 
into 
it, 
“and now the whole thing stood 
there like 
a 
beautiful 
Greek 
temple.” It was 
not 
published 
until after his 
death, so 
hostile 
were the authorities to his ideas. 
He had long been altlicted with 
tuberculosis, and his malady was 
aggravated by constant exposure 
to finely powdered 
glass 
as he 
polished lenses. At the early age 
of forty-five this good and wise 
man died. He was almost unsur­ 
passed in his zeal for the con­ 
templative life, his utter uncon­ 
cern about fame and fortune, his 
kindly attitude toward his oppon­ 
ents, his gentleness and humility, 
his fortitude as he saw death ap­ 
proaching. Shortly after his fu­ 
neral the man who had been his 
barber.spoke of him as “Mr. Spin­

One Of Heroism

NEW YORK—The 
last 
para­ 
graph of the story of his retire 
merit says: “He holds the Navy 
Cross for extraordinary heroism 
while commander 
of an escort 
carrier task group during World 
W ar II." 
It was sort of a skimpy acco­ 
lade, if you want to know the 
truth. 
They were talking about 
Tommy Sprague, who 
quit the 
Navy recently rather than take a 
new job as a rear admiral, when 
he was a 
vice-adm iral 
already 
and quite a boy in his own right. 
I never met 
Tommy 
Sprague 
but once, and that was in the late 
tall of i944 in Makalapa, Adm. 
Nimitz’s 
stronghold 
on 
Oahu 
Lieutenants (JG ) and four-strip­ 
ers did not mingle 
socially 
in 
those days, but Tommy Sprague’s 
story passed through my hands to, 
the correspondents. 
It was quite 
a story. All Sprague was respon 
sible for, at the time, was the 
actual end of the naval war with 
Japan. 
And he was as mad as 
a m aster-at-arm s 
on 
a 
drunk 
night in port. 
Sprague had come in from the 
landing at Luzon, where he had 
been in charge of an escort car­ 
rier group whose job was to pro­ 
tect the disembarking troops. We 
did not call the carriers of his 
command escort*. We called them 
jeeps. They were makeshift car­ 
riers—C-3 hulls, as I recall, with 
a long board nailed on top to al­ 
low the planes to fly off and, oc­ 
casionally, on. 
Very flimsy flat­ 
tops, subject to sinking if they 
ran over a sharp stick. 
Meets Jap Second Fleet 
Tommy Sprague was 
sore 
at 
Adm. Halsey, who was at the mo­ 
ment in charge of

famous 
Task Force 38. 
He was mad at 
the bull because the bull had gone 
cruising up north 
from 
Luzon, 
hunting a Jap carrier group. The 
whole second 
Jap 
fleet

Saved Leyte Landings 
But the puny little force of spit- 
and-string 
carriers 
sank 
five 
heavy Jap cruisers, and severely 
damaged every heavy 
vessel 
in 
K urita’s gang. 
The vital landings 
at Leyte continued as per sched­ 
ule. After that there wasn’t much 
Jap fleet left to fiddle with, and 
by the first of January our lads 
were machine-gunning sampans, 
for laughs. 
Tommy strode into 
the 
big- 
brass headquarters in Pearl, and 
he was boiling. 
“The next time 
that Halsey goes outside the bar­ 
room to pick a fight,” he said, “I 
hope to hell he takes me with 
him, instead of 
leaving 
me 
to 
duck the bottles.” 
We deemed it 
expedient to suppress some of the 
more sulphuric remarks 
at 
the 
time, in the interests of the war 
eft ort. 
What Tommy Sprague’s outfit 
had done was the literal equiva­ 
lent of the David-Goliath set-to, 
except that Goliath w*as 
only 
a 
big. dumb giant and Sprague’s tin­ 
pot group had to withstand such 
stuff as heavy 
giins, 
torpedoes, 
and suicide fliers of the Kame- 
kaze persuasion. 
I read later ac­ 
counts of the fantastic slugging 
under which his jeeps rolled and 
staggered, and, to my mind, it was 
by all odds the most fascinating 
story of the war. 
Tommy got the Navy Cross for 
that one, for undue heroism. Con­ 
sidering that the 
action 
turned 
sure defeat into an almost-impos- 
sible victory, and considering that 
it broke the Japanese naval back, 
I thought you might like a little 
more than the last paragraph of 
the story of his retirement.

Israel—This 
tiny 
country, carved out of Palestine 
to provide a national homeland for 
the Jewish exiles of the world, is 
working hard to become self-sus­ 
taining within the next live or six 
years. In the meantime, Israel is 
what might be termed an outpost 
of the West in the 
East. 
Living 
under constant threat of a renewal 
of the Arab-Jewdsh war, this little 
new nation is 
somehow 
making 
progress in spite of the bitterness 
of her neighbors, all of which are 
Arab states. 
Although an armistice, engineer­ 
ed by the United Nations, brought 
to a halt the fighting in the A rab- 
.Tewish conflict two years ago, the 
fires of hatred were never extin ­ 
guished and only lack of arms ap­ 
pears to prevent a fresh outbreak. 
Establishment of real peace in this 
area is a long way off. 
Because she is 
so 
thoroughly 
hated by the 
neighboring 
Arab 
states, who feel that she has rob­ 
bed them of their land, Israel is 
forced to do all her trading with 
the W’est. She buys most of her oil, 
for instance, from far-off A rgen­ 
tina, although the world’s greatest 
producing wells are only 
a 
few 
miles from her borders. The Arabs 
have instituted a complete boycott. 
They w’ill neither buy from Israel 
nor sell to Israel.

HATRED IS DEEP—The rival­ 
ry and hatred between the Jew’s 
and the Arabs in this area is bv 
far the most intense we have seen 
anywhere, between any peoples, in 
our entire tripe to date.

THE HILLS OF JUDEA are one 
big rock. Never in my life have I 
ever seen so many stones in 
so 
small an area. During the centur­ 
ies millions of hands have picked 
up and moved billions of stones in 
order to provide small spaces of 
arable land on which food can be 
grown. Today the 
hillsides 
look 


like 
giant 
checkerboards 
with 
fences of stone 
about four 
feet 
high running every which 
way. 
Cleared spaces no bigger than the 
average American home 
ow ner’s 
back yard, are 
being tilled 
and 
cultivated to provide the barest 
sustenance of 
life. 
The 
use 
of 
modern farm ing 
methods 
is 
of 
course impossible because of the 
limitations of the small spaces and 
their surrounding stone fences. 
We saw a number of farm ers, 
both in Israel and in Trans-Jordan 
to the east, 
doing their spring 
“plowing.” They were using 
the 
ancient tools 
of Biblical 
times, 
even including 
the ever-present 
little donkies, which double 
be­ 
tween use as draft animals and as 
beasts of burden. 
There appears to be three types 
of farming in the Judea hills. Some 
foodstuffs are grown as indicated 
above, much on the scale of 
our 
truck gardening at home. In other 
places the little cleared areas are 
used for sheep grazing. 
In 
still 
other areas much of the land is 
used to grow olive trees, of which 
there seem to be millions. 
Cattle are very scarce. Most of 
the meat in the markets is lamb 
and mutton. All beef is imported. 


THE ANCIENTS GO MODERN 
—In all fairness it must be said 
that the Jew s of Israel have been 
doing a terrific job of building up 
their country. 
They use 
stones 
from the 
hillsides 
to 
make 
a 
crushed - rock 
substance 
from 
which blocks, about the size of our 
cement blocks, are manufactured. 
Most of the homes and stores and 
hotels are made by these 
blocks 
and are extrem ely modern in de­ 
sign. The ocean front along the 
M editerranean in Tel Aviv, for in- 


I stance, reminds one of a recently 
developed Florida beach. Inciden­ 
tally, the w eather is much 
like 
that of Florida or Southern Cali­ 
fornia, too. 
The King David hotel in 
the 
new city of Jerusalem is one of the 
finest hotels to be found anyw here 
in the East. One wing of the hotel 
wras put out of commission during 
the A rab-Jew ish 
war 
and 
has 
never been repaired, but for the 
most part it is a thoroughly beau­ 
tiful and definitely well-operated 
hotel. 
Rarely do they ever tear down a 
building to make way for another. 
Such procedure is considered out 
of place in the building up of a 
nation which is growing so 
fast.

Crying Need In 
World Of Today 
NEW YORK, N. Y. — “We are 
too 
greatly 
governed 
by 
our 
prejudices 
and 
anxieties” 
and 
“need some rock of reality upon 
which to stand,” 
the 
Rt. 
Rev. 
Henry Knox Sherrill, 
president 
of the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the U. S. A. 
declared here in a special Easter 
message. 
To 
overcome 
our 
"hysteria 
based upon a nameless fear of 
w hat may happen in this chaotic 
world,” Bishop Sherrill, who is 
presiding Bishop of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, suggested “an 
inw ard peace and strength” to be 
found “as we realize 
the 
truth 
that God reigns.” 
“The joyful news, ‘He is risen’ 
does not change the contemporary 
world,” the Bishop said, but it 
does 
bring 
“a 
freedom 
from 
worldly fears and anxieties — a 
joy which no 
circumstance 
can 
take from us.” 
“Men and women everywhere 
are in a state of disillusionment, 
of intellectual and emotional con­ 
fusion within themselves. The re­ 
sult is that so many times clear 
thinking and 
courageous 
action 
are lacking. 
“Such was the experience of 
the first disciples. They had held 
exaggerated hopes of a new day— 
which were dashed by the hard 
fact of the crucifixion. They be­ 
came discouraged and bewildered. 
“Then came the impact of the 
Resurrection. The stern task given 
them still remained, indeed was 
Intensified—but now they under­ 
stood as never before the meaning 
and purpose of God, of life and 
their lives. They were given in­ 
sight, courage, 
spiritual 
power 
and an indefinable 
radiance 
as 
they set about the preaching of 
the Good News. 
“So may this Easter tide bring 
us once again these great gifts as 
we realize the truth 
that 
God 
reigns. Here 
is 
the 
source 
of 
spiritual power to meet the neces­ 
sities of our times.”
